Proxmire Says Election 
Shows Discontent Witll Ike 


WASHINGTON LB — Wisconsin’s 
new Democratic senator, William 
E. Proxmire, said Sunday his sur­ 
prising election indicated a na­ 
tional discontent with the Eisen­ 
hower administration’s policies. 
This discontent, Proxmire said, 
particularly applied to the admin­ 
istration’s farm and foreign poli­ 
cies. He said Secretary of State 
Dulles and Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Benson should resign. 
The 41-vear-old senator won a 
stunning victory over former Re- j 
publican Gov. Walter Kohler last 
Tuesday to succeed the late Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy <R-Wis). Prox­ 
mire and his pretty young wife] 
analyzed the election in an ABC- 
TV interview—“Open Hearing”— 
before flying back to their home 
in Madison, Wis. 
Proxmire said it was difficult to 
analyze the Wisconsin election. 
But he said it certainly indicated 
a national trend “and you don’t 
get a trend unless there is a deep 
seated feeling” of discontent. 
In electing him, he said, the 
voters in his normally Republican j 
state showed a discontent espe- j 
dally with the Dulles foreign poli-j 
cy and the Benson farm policy. I 
Also, he said, small businessmen 
felt the administration had per-; 
mitted big business to peg prices ; 
to their disadvantage. 
These, 
Proxmire 
said, 
were 
questions on which he and Kohler, 
differed. Also, Proxmire said, he 
favored federal aid to education 
and Kohler opposed it. 
Proxmire said the election indi-1 
cated a “very definite, clear and; 
obvious loss” for President Eisen-j 
hower’s policies and programs but 
did not indicate any resentment 
toward Eisenhower as a person. I 
However, he said, Eisenhower’s 
personal popularity is “meaning-! 
less in political terms” because 
he is unable to get his program 
through and to win for the candi­ 
date he backs. 
Asked if he could have defeated 
McCarthy if the late senator had 
lived to run against him, Prox­ 
mire said any Democrat could 
have beaten McCarthy. He said

arma­ 
ments and curtailment of nuclear 
weapon production, including a 
two-year halt in tests of such 
arms, and territorial inspection by 
land and air of atomic nations. 
Zorin’s rejection last week con­ 
tended the plan contained nothing 
of genuine value and declared the 
Russians consider the five-month- 
old parley deadlocked.

“I earnestly trust that they will 
have your favorable considera­ 
tion,^” the Prime Minister said.

Congress Quits Playing Phony On Civil Rights 


Rudely Interrupted Dream 


Tuesday, September 3, 195? 


Long Live Congress! 


This year’s unusually long session of Congress, 
capped by a new one-man filibuster record in 
the Senate, accounts for the fact it wore out 
the warm legislative welcome which it was 
given last January. 
Since the 20th Amendment was ratified in 
1933, to go into effect in 1934, there have been 
24 sessions, eight of them under emergency 
* wartime conditions. Of the peacetime sessions, 
only one — in 1949, when there was an eco­ 
nomic recession —- lasted longer than the 1957 


session. 
I 
But Congress always hangs on 
longer 
in 
* odd-numbered years, for the obvious reason 
that its members are in no hurry to return 
home to repair their political fences for the 
congressional elections that occur in even-num­ 


bered years. 
There is no reason and not even an excuse 
to justify Congress in a nation that could not 
survive without it. But there is a reason when 
Congress has worn out its welcome to remember 
why this in itself is an element in national 


survival. 
Congress is a crude and unscientifically- 
designed cross-sectional of the republic. Its rep­ 
resentatives and senators reflect everything that 
is good and bad about popular government, 
which is still an experiment so daring it be­ 
wilders all foreign observers and sometimes 
bew pers even Americans. 
The most bewildering thing about it is its 
swapping of votes and influence, a practice that 
makes all dictators feel sure that the United 
States will hang itself sooner or later in its own 
legislative rope. But dictatorships come and go 
like the seasons, while representative democ­ 
racy goes on and on. 
No one ever is entirely satisfied with it, but 
In the long run most Americans feel well satis­ 
fied, ironically, with their own dissatisfaction. 
They realize that the secret of popular govern­ 
ment is the fact almost no one ever gets all of 
what he wants but nearly everyone gets some­ 
thing of what he wants. 
It has been this way again in the first ses­ 
sion of the 85th Congress. No one is completely 
satisfied. But no one is completely dissatis­ 


fied either. 
Long live Congress, even when it wears out 
its welcome. 


WASHINGTON 
The most significant thing about 
the Congress just ended was that 
Democrats and Republicans final- 1 
ly stopped playing phony with Ne­ 
groes and passed a civil rights ; 
bill, the first in 82 years. 
Until 
now, 
promises 
by the 
parties chi civil rights were politi- j 
cal bunk. What they did this year 
they could have done any time in 
those 82 years by teaming up to 
crush the opposition of Southern 
Democrats. 
Here’s an example of how they 
did the opposite; 
In 1949, last time the Democrats- 
made a stab at a civil rights bill, 
they could have kept the Senate 
in continuous session to try to 
smash 
the 
Southern 
filibuster 
which finally killed the bill. But 
they didn’t. 
And Republicans, playing foot­ 
sie with the Southerners, helped 
them put through a Senate rule 
change which made breaking a 
filibuster harder than it had ever 
been.* 
Reasons for this year’s action 
included the political reality of the 
importance of the Northern Ne­ 
gro vote and, no doubt, psycho­ 
logical impacts which reflected 
changing times. 
Democrats had had the Negro 
vote in their pocket since the 
days of Franklin D. -Roosevelt. i 
But Northern Negroes, wanting 
better treatment for themselves 
and 
Southern 
Negroes, 
began 
shifting towards the Republicans. 
Their vote in the 1S58 congres­ 
sional 
elections may be a major 
factor in deciding 
which party 
wins control of Congress. Both 
parties knew that. This year the 
Republicans p u s h e d for civil 
rights, promising an all-out fight. 
In the almost evenly divided 
Senate neither 
party by itself 
could 
put the bill over. If the 
D e m o c r a t s balked, they’d be 
blamed for killing it. If they went 
along, they could claim credit for 
passing it. They went along. 
Adroitly they avoided a party 
split by helping the Southerners 
eliminate the toughest part of the 


bill 
and 
limiting it to voting 
rights. And the Southerners, as­ 
tonishingly enough, didn’t filibust­ 
er beyond the one-man effort of 
Sen. Thurmond (D-SC). 
They said the odds against them 
were too much. But there were 
other factors at work. More and 
more Southern Negroes have been 
voting. A filibuster wouldn’t pre­ 
vent more from doing so. 
Further, Southerners had been 
able to argue—ever since the Su­ 
preme Court’s 1896 decision per­ 
mitting separate but equal facili­ 
ties for the races—that segrega­ 
tion, which is discrimination, was 
constitutional. 
This argument was destroyed 
May 17, 1954, when the present 
Supreme Court ruled segregation 
in public schools was unconstitu­ 
tional. The court has banned seg­ 
regation in other areas of Sout.i- 
ern life since then. 
Some Southerners accepted the 
court’s ruling; some agreed that 
integration, at least in schools, 
was inevitable; some defied the 
court. 
* 
Thus the once-solid Southern re- 
sistence had been undermined. 
And public school segregation in 
the South has begun to crumble. 
These things had to have an ef­ 
fect on the Southerners in Con­ 
gress. 
Congress as a whole was faced 
with the challenge of finally doing 
something on civil rights or, by 
: default and in effect, watching the 
court legislate civil rights bit by 
bit through court decisions. 
And there were other pressures 
on Congress to act. 
Southern resistance to school in­ 
tegration had made the nation 
more 
conscious 
of 
segregation 
than ever before and at a time 
when this country was trying to 
win the colored peoples of the 
world away from communism. 
And this year many organiza­ 
tions — particularly the National 
Assn. for the Advancement of 
Colored People—put the heat on 
both parties in Congress and on 
the Eisenhower administration.

A New Wonder 


At Aswan, which furnished gran­ 
ite for the Pyramids, Egypt hopes 
to create a new wonder of the 
world. 
Near the city’s historic quarries 
on the Nile, an immense dam is 
planned to convert desertland to 
farms and generate vast amounts 
of power. 
Like the Pyramids, the dam will 
be one of the extraordinary engi­ 
neering ventures of its time. The 
structure will dwarf the old Aswan 
Dam. itself a monster five times 
longer than Boulder Dam. 
The project also promises to 
bring new vigor to ancient Aswan. 
In the days of the Pharaohs, As­ 
wan was one of Egypt’s busiest 
cities. It was a commercial hub, 
gateway to the South, and center of 
a vast gold-mining industry, as 
well as the source of red and gray 
granite for temples, tombs, obe­ 
lisks, and pyramid facings. 
In recent centuries, Aswan has 
passed the years more quietly. 
Basking in hot sun 400 miles south 
of Cairo it has been a popular 
tourist center and winter resort. 
In July, the body of the late Aga 
Khan was entombed at his villa 
there. 
The city of 30.000 has large, com­ 
fortable hotels, whose w i n d o w s 
look upon the blue-green river, 
white sails, palm-tufted islands, 
and glossy black rocks of t h e 
Nile’s First Cataract. 
Beyond, bright sand d r i f t s

A small white tomb dazzles atop 
them. It is that of an ancient sheik

THIS IS a serious charge. It 
means that bread was dashed from 
the mouths of honest 
toilers so 
Hoffa and friends could make a 
buck or two — or $125,000 to be 
exact. 
Apparently there is a possibility ! 
that Hoffa — who quotes swiftly j 
the most intricate statistics on 
over-the-road haulage, warehouse 
tonnage and wage differentials— 
may have forgottne the incident 
of the seven Teamsters. He may 
even have forgotten an untapped 
conversation with a truck driver 
named Paul Smith. 
True, it was some nine years 
ago. But the boys remember the 
exact place, if not the exact date. 
The great discourse took place in 
a restaurant on the corner of Port 
and Beach Streets in Flint, Mich. 
This is it: The first speaker is 
truck driver Paul Smith. He’s not 
in the classic tradition, but he’s 
honest. He’s been on strike for 
some time as he enters the restau­ 
rant. But let him describe the 
scene himself as he told it to a 
congressional committee in 1953; 
“We walked into the restaurant, 
I did, and I suppose one of the fel­ 
lows who was needling me. He 
said, ‘Hoffa has stopped t h i s 
strike.’ And I- said, ‘Well, who is 
he** Why should he come up here 
to Flint and try to run our local? 
Lei him run his own lousy locals 
in Detroit. We have always got 
along up here’.” 


THEN SMITH refers to J i m 
Hoffa: “Well, he called me over 
and he said, ‘Hey, bud, come over 
here.’ And I went over there. And 
he said, ‘You don’t know who I 
am, do you?’ And I said, ‘No, I 
don’t know you from Adam’s off 
ox.’ 
“He said, ‘I’m James R. Hoffa.’ 
And I said, ‘Well that’s nice.’ And 
he said, ‘You’re kl violation of the 
Taft-Hartley Law if you strike up 
here.’ And I said, ‘Fine. That is 
what you are paid to tell us. That 
is what you draw that salary for. 
You are an international man. 
That is why you get paid’.” 
If Smith’s sarcasm doesn’t quite 
come through, remember this is 
proletarian realism and not a piece 
in a play spoken by Lawrence 
Olivier. 
Paul Smith and some of his 
buddies, all members of Flint Lo­ 
cal 332, had been on strike for 
some time, and, right or wrong, 
they believed that they should have 
been consulted before the man 
from Detroit decided to s w o o p 
down on Flint and settle the stop­ 
page. The Flint truck drivers had 
struck a firm called Commercial 
Carriers, haulers of new automo­ 
biles from Flint into the country­ 
side. 
The strikers believed they had 
their grievances and didn't see 
why Jim Hoffa was so intensely 
fascinated by the local walkout. 


committee appointed by the House 
of Representatives. That was in 
1953. On the morning of Tuesday, 
Nov. 24, at exactly 9:55, that con­ 
gressional committee was called 
to order in Room 859 in Detroit’s 
Federal Building. These were the 
opening words. They were spoken 
by Congressman Clare Hoffman.

They 
had been operating carriers haul­ 
ing merchandise, automobiles pri­ 


marily, I believe,” said Hoffman. 
“A 
corporation 
was 
formed 
where Alice Johnson Brennan and 
Josephine Poszywak, Hoffa’s wife, 
were the two principal stockhold­ 
ers, and it took over the business 
and carried it on at a profit.” 
The corporation referred to was 
the Test Fleet Co., incorporated 
in Tennessee. It made $125,000 in 
a few years. 
The small band of truck drivers 
who earned a living by leasing 
their own trucks to and driving 
for Commercial Carriers charge 
they were blackballed after t h e 
strike. The work they had been 
doing was taken over by Test 
Fleet. 
Now the AFL-CIO Ethical Prac­ 
tices Committee wants to ask Hof­ 
fa personally to answer t h e s e 
charges before he runs for the 
presidency of the world’s largest 
union of working men.

The bonanza comes from east­ 
ern and midwest restaurants which 
airship up to 50.000 pounds of Chi­ 
nese dinner-makings a week from 
San Francisco International Air­ 
port.

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Catholic Leader Warns 
Of Punitive Legislation 


DUBUQUE, Iowa JP—A prom­ 
inent Roman Catholic clergyman 
said Sunday top officials of the 
AFL-CIO have shown an almost 
unprecedented 
“willingness 
to 
have their dirty linen washed in 
public” vby the Senate Rackets 
Committee. 
The Very Rev. Msgr. George G. 


Higgins said these officials “would 
be foolish to expect any medals” 
for doing this, which he described 
as their simple duty. 
“Nevertheless,” he added, “they 
do have a right to expect a cer­ 
tain degree of sympathetic un ier- 
standing on the part of the Con­ 
gress 
and 
the 
general 
public 


particularly in the field of labor 
legislation.” 
Msgr. Higgins said the public 
should expect organized labor to 
support corrective legislation. But 
he said the labor movement in 
turn “has a right to expect that 
the Senate investigation will not 
be used as a pretext for enacting 
legislation which is punitive rather 
than corrective in nature.” 
The clergyman is director of the 
Social Action Department of the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer­ 
ence. He also is a member of the 


“Watchdog" public review board 
of the United Auto Workers. 
His views on “the c u r r e n t 
ethical crisis in the labor move-| 
men!” were given in a sermon 
which he made public in advance 
of a Labor Day Mass at St. 
Raphael's cathedral here. 
Msgr. Higgins said punitive leg­ 
islation “is no solution to the 
problem of racketeering or corrup-j 
hon” but rather would make the 
problem worse. 
He said many critics of unions, 
including certain newspaper edi­ 
tors, “have a tendency to judge 


the 
labor 
m o v e m e n t more 
severely than they judge other 
organizations in American , eco­ 
nomic life.” 
“They seem to think,” he said, 
“that a businessman is entitled to 
take as much as the traffic will 
legally bear, whereas they expect 
a labor leader, as a representative 
of the working class, to place 
reasonable limits on his income 
and his standard of living and to 
do voluntarily.” 
Such thinking is insulting to bus­ 
iness. he said, because “it as­ 
sumes that the principal incentive 


of the businessman is materialis­ 
tic, whereas the principal incen­ 
tive of the labor leader is or ought 
to be very idealistic. ' 
At the same time, he said the 
public 
is 
rightly 
“scandalized” 
when the living standards of union 
officers get too far out of line 
with those of the workers they 
represent.

West Virginia 
Enrollment To 
Top 458,598 


CHARLESTON (B-State School 
Supt. R. Virgil Rohrbough, esti­ 
mated today that West Virginia’s 
enrollment this year will top the 
458,598 total for the 1956-57 term 
by about 600. 
Although no official figures will 
be available for another month, 
he explained that preliminary sur­ 
veys have indicated increases in 
industrial areas, particularly in 
high school enrollment. 
At the same time, a decline is 


anticipated in the rural school pop­ 
ulation. 
Rohrbough called the teaching 
situation “acute,” with only 16.732 
expected to take charge in public 
classrooms across the state. That 
would mean one instructor .for 
every 28 students. 
The state again will be partic-, 
ularly short of teachers in mathe­ 
matics, home economics and in­ 
dustrial arts at the high school 
level. 
An anticipated drop from last 
year’s t o t a l number of 
3,252 
schools in West Virginia was at­ 
tributed primarily to consolidation 
designed for the most part to elim­ 
inate one-room buildings. 
All counties except two—Hamp­ 
shire and Jefferson — have begun 
or completed racial integration in 
public schools this year. 
Those two have explained that 
overcrowded white schools 
have 
held up the change.
